At a unique candle lighting cere- 
mony, the fve charter members ot 
the Ladies Aid of the Grace Lutheran 
Church will each light a candle, sym- 
bolic of one year of its existance, at 
the fifth anniversary celebration at the 
Memorial Building on April 8. 

This club was organized on April s, 
1932 in conjunction with the Sunday 
School {classes being conducted by 
Professor W. B. Lange of Concordia 
College at the Memorial Building un- 
der the direction of the Bethlehem 
Church of Berkeley. It was then that 
Mrs. Marie Weaver, with four other 
women, Mrs. Nora Healey, Mrs. Ma- 
rie Eichner, Mrs. Louise Kroeger and 
Mrs. Eureka Duke, formed a Ladies 
Aid. 

At their first meeting it was decided 
that their meetings would be held in 
‘homes. Mrs. Healey 
was elected president ard Mrs. Duke, 


| secretary and~treasurer. 


At the second meeting the five mem- 
bers decided to give a Sunday School 
picnic which was held at Live Oak 
Park with 100 persons present. 
HELD FIRST BAZAAR 

The first bazaar dates back to De- 
cember, 1933 when the now 12 enthu- 
siastic members, who had started out 
with the purchase of two dozen flour 
sacks to be bleached and converted to 
dish towels, and gradually added mor 
articles to the collection, cleared $35. 

That September, Candidate Otto Roe- 
her, now pastor of the Richmond Luth 
eran Church, hegan conducting services 
in Albany. .The small but enthusias- 
tic congregation voted that $5 a month 
be used for his transportation. 

Tt was about this time that the group 
throught it opportune to start a small 
fund to be used for furnishing a kitch- 
en in the church they hoped to be 
able to build in the future. This fund 
has swelled.to $100 by now. 

The first Stork Shower was given on 
February 9, 1934, at the home of Mrs, 
William Fardig in honor of Mrs. Marie 
Weaver whose daughter, Rachel, later 
was the first baby baptized by Rev. O. 
R.” Janke. At the first anniversary 
party the Ladies Aid of Berkeley was 
invited to attend. The second year 
the Ladies Aid of Richmond was added 
to the guest list and on the third year 
all Lutheran Ladies Aids of the East 
Bay, numbering 11 with 80 members, 
were present. 

AT FIRST RECEPTION 

Shortly after Rev. O. R. Janke was ap- 
pointed by the Mission Board the 
first reception was given with Mrs. 
Marie Weaver, Mrs. William Fardig, 
Mrs. Frank Germolus, Mrs. Louise 
Kruger and Mrs, Caroline Schauppner 
on the receiving line. 

Commenting on the growth of the 
organization, Mrs, Marie Weaver stated 
that whereas the bazaar in 1935 had 
netted only $34.32 the one given the 
following year showed a profit ot 








over $100, while the membership had 
increased to 25.

The construction of a storm 
sewer on Portland Avenue between 
Curtis Street and the storm water 
culvert crossing that street just 
east of the Santa Fe Railroad's 
right of way, is advised in the re- 
port submitted to the City Coun- 
cil by H. I. Dygert, city engineer 
ard superintendent of streets. 

This would eliminate the present 
trouble with overflowing storm 
sewers in that district in time of 
heavy rains, the official declared, 
and could be constructed at an es- 
timated cost of $10,300, 


Of this Berkeley should 
bear $4300, the report suggested, 
that city is now using the 
sewer for the drainage of 26 acres. 
Albany, using the facility for the 
drainage of 70 acres would pay the_ 
balance of the cost which would 
amount to $15 per lot of 25-foot 
frontage.

Included in this project would 
the installation of 2100 linear 
feet of 18-inch and 21-inch sewer 
mains, together with manholes, 
catchbasins, overflow structures 
from the sanitary sewer and pipe 
connections to catchbasins.

The trouble now experienced on 
Portland Avenue between Cornell 
and San Pablo Avenues when the 
present 10-inch sewer floods, is 


caused by sewage backing up from 
the San Pablo Avenue main sewer 
which is overloaded during heavy 
rains, the report explained. This 
condition can be remedied in part 
by diverting the entire sanitary flw 
from the Washington Avenue sew- 
the combined storm and 
sanitary sewer which starts on San 


into 


Pablo and Washington Avenues 
and flows south into the Marin 
Avenue sewer. 

At the present ‘time the Wash- 
ington Avenue sewage is carried 
north in the San Pablo Avenue 
main 12-inch line. 

The proposed diversion would 
decrease the flow in the San Pablo 


Avenue sewer considerably as it is 
that the Washington 
line discharges almost as 
much sewage as the Portland Ave- 
The cost of connection 
this diversion would be ap- 
proximately $150, the report con- 
cluded.
